CHURCH TEMPORALITIES, IRELAND. 



RESOLUTIONS 

INTENDED TO BE MOVED BY MR. HALCOMB, 
BEFORE GOING INTO COMMITTEE. 



1. — THAT His Majesty’s Ministers having 'verbally communicated to This 
House, on the 13th day of May last, that “ His Majesty has placed at the 
“ disposal of Parliament His Interests in theTemporalities and Custody thereof, 
“ of the several Bishopricks and Archbishopricks in Ireland,” have thereby 
departed from established precedent and Parliamentary usage, inasmuch as 
such Message ought to have been communicated hi Writing, under the Royal 
Sign Manual, and to both Houses of Parliament at the same time. 

2. — THAT the Bill relating to the Temporalities of the Irish Church, in 
which such Act of His Majesty is recited, ought not to have been read a First 
or Second time in This House before such Message was communicated, and 
that the same ought not to be drawn into a precedent for the future. 

3. — THAT by the Constitution of this Country, as established in Church 
and State, His Majesty has no beneficial Interest in the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland ; but the bare Custody only of such 
Temporalities is vested in the Crown, as the Supreme Head of that Church, 
during the Vacancy of any Bishoprick or Archbishoprick, to be relinquished 
when such Vacancy is supplied; and an Account of the Profits to be rendered 
to the Successor. And it therefore appears to This House to be inconsistent 
with the nature of that Trust, and repugnant to the spirit of the Constitution, 
if His Majesty shall be advised to surrender such Custody, and shall not proceed 
to fill up such Vacancies as may hereafter arise in several Archbishopricks and 
Bishopricks in Ireland, in order that the Temporalities of those Archbishopricks 
and Bishopricks respectively may be thenceforth at the unlimited disposal of 
Parliament. 

4. — THAT by the terms of the Oath, required to be taken at the Coronation 
of every Moftarch of this Realm, The King solemnly engages with His People, 
that He “ will, to the utmost of His power, maintain the Protestant Reformed 
“ Religion, established by LaW ; and WiW preserve to the Bishops and Clergy of 
“ this Realm, and to the Churches committed to their charge, all such Rights and 
“ Privileges as by Law do or shall appertain unto them.” And inasmuch as 
it is One of the Rights and Privileges which at present appertain to the Protes- 
tant Churches of this Realm, to enjoy the beneficial care and superintendence 
of their several Archbishops and Bishops, and to have certain Temporalities or 
Ecclesiastical property set apart for their maintenance, and for the benefit of 
those Churches, it appears to This House to be in violation of both the spirit and 
letter of this solemn engagement, if His Majesty shall be advised to destroy or 
diminish this right : and that This House ought not therefore to recommend to 
the assent of His Majesty a Bill founded upon any such principle. 

5. — THAT His Majesty’s Ministers not having proposed that His Majesty’s 
Message be taken into consideration by This House, or referred to any Committee 
thereof, and having thereby further departed from established Precedent and 
Parliamentary Usage, and from the high respect due to His Majesty, they 
be requested to vyithdraw the same, for the Reasons before stated ; or that This 
House will take the same into their consideration before further proceeding with 
the said Bill.
